Bagger —Important Changes 


in Electric Light Contract. 


At the meeting of the city council 


last night a considerable amount of im- 
portant business was transacted. The 
meeting was interesting all the way 
through—from a lobbyist's standpoint 
—there being numerous little passages 
and "scraps" between honorable gen- 
tlemen 
and several 
grand 
stand 


speeches. There were two absentees, 
Harsha and Lynn. 
- Dr. Davis vras granted pormission to 
dig a vault under the sidewalk at the 
east side of the Blade building. 


Mr. Osborne presented a resolution 


from the Trades and Labor assembly 
asking for the establishment of a street 
cleaning department. The solicitor and 
street committee will report on the 
matter at the next meeting and suggest 
some way of granting the request. This 
means a regular force to do all street 
work. 


Mr. Oalvin presented a petition ask- 


ing for the opening of Tenth street, 
near the N. & W. shops. 
Referred to 


the street committee for action and re- 
port. 


A communication was received from 


the board of health asking that Master 
Plumber Bnrt's salary be not paid, as 
he had not filed his bond nor had he 
done any work. 


The sohedule, amounting to §3,970.23 


was then read. 


It was allowed, with the exception 


of the items for special policemen, 
amounting to $82. This was objected 
to by Mr. Dillon, of the police commit- 
tee. The grounds ot" objection was that 
the consent of council had not been ob- 
tained before the police were appointed, 
as provided by law. 
Mr. Dillon said 


he had no animosity towards the mayor, 
but wanted to'insist on the tights of 
council. 
•- Mayor Glidden remarked that the 
objection was merely taking advantage 
of a technicality'. 
The Clares had 


called upon him for permission to arm 
their men, and in preference to grant- 
ing their request, which' might have 
precipitated bloodshed, he had named 
the special police. Had he called coun- 
cil together, he probably would have 
gotten the same response that he did 
the other night when he called a cau- 
cus and got three members out; of 
twelve. 


When the mayor sat down the fire 


brand from - the Seventh ward, 
Mr. 


Huber, broke loose in a grand stand 
play that caused a burst of applause 
from the lobby. He declared the mayor 
had acted in an illegal manner and vio- 
lated a state law and should be made 
to pay the special police out of his own 
pocket. 
"For my part I would never 


vote a cent to pay special police for any 
such purpose," said Mr. Huber in con- 
clusion. The matter was finally re- 
ferred the law and claims committee, 
of which Mr. Huber is chairman. 


Mayor Glidden presented $64.50 in 


fines and licenses collected. 
\ 


City .Solicitor Miller reported that 


the amount spent by the oity for. nurs- 
ing the boot-black "Shine" could not 
be collected from the county. 


Mr. Osborne, of the finance commit- 


tee, presentted a resolution to negoti- 
ate a loan of §15,000 to pay outstand- 
ing obligations due August 1st. 
This 


passed. The bonds will be due in 
twenty years and draw 4% per cent, 
interest.. 
Mr. Hnber presented a jesolution 


stating in effect that when it 
shall 


appear that any contractor has not paid 
his labor or for material to the satis- 
faction of the council, bids from such 
contractors shall not be considered. 
This prevailed. 
Mr. Dillon, of the police committee, 


asked for an appropriation of $75 to re- 
pair the mayor's-office. It was granted. 


Mr. Dillon declared that the police 


committee found the present turnkey 
of the city prison, Mr. Burton, in- 
efficient. 
On his motion "Hank" was 


removed. 
G. C. Ohinn, of the Second 


ward, was named and confirmed as Mr. 
Burton's successor. The two Democrats 
voted for Barton. Chinn carpet-bagged 
into the city from Ashland a few 
months ago. He is a cement pavement

beautifying the office chiefly because 
Mayor Gliddon, who wanted it, was a 
Democrat. 
He said the office was stood 


enough for Row and should be for Glid- 
den. It was explained the repairs were 
absolutely necessary and the Seventh 
ward 
gentleman subsided — for the 


time being. 
Mr. Wymer had discoverea a man in 


the First ward who was doing business 
on the street. He referred to I. Reitz 
& Co., who, he said, blockaded Second 
street. This was referred to the com- 
mittee on streets. 
Mr. Funk 
objected to telepnone 


poles lying along Chillicothe street and 


thought they should be moved. It was 
referred to the street commissioner for 
action.'

Mr. Seebohm moved that the street 


commissioner be instructed to notify 
the street sprinklers to conform strictly 
to the ordinance. The streets were 
now being flooded instead of sprinkled 
and the lives of oititzens were beiug 
endangered. Mr. 
Osborue said the 


same motion had been made short 
time ago and that the street commis- 
sioner should do his duty and arrest 
some of the sprinklers. Mr.Obornesaid 
the street would be saved by judicious 
sprinkling. 


Mr. Bralfc wanted the boat loa'd of 


ore sunk last winter removed. It in- 
terfered with (Japeheart & Parker. The 
boat and ore is the property of Thos. 
S. Hall. It was moved and carried 
that Mr. Hall be instructed to remove 
the boat at once. 


Mr. Selby asked for an appropriation 


of $100 to give more 'temporary relief 
in fixing up the mouth of the Third 
street sewer. This was granted. The 
engineer will bring in an estimate as to 
the cost of repairing the Second street 
sewer. 


Mr. Selby called np the action of 


council at the last meeting in granting 
J. I. Marsh permission to tap the 
Ninth street sewer, and moved a recon 
sideration.

The Sev- 
enth ward tax duplicate was larger 
than that of the Sixth and some other 
wards. He was tired of this talk about 
cheap property in the Bast End. 
He 


then told how Oborue was anxious to 
have the pond filled up when he was a 
member of the board of healtth. Now 
he had changed front.

made some unkind allusions about the 
judge's facility in getting on both sides 
of questions.

Mr. Osborne, in reply, roasted Huber

been fixed. Mr. Osborne said he never 
resorted to playing to the grand stand 
like some of bis friends.

In his own way he 


was trying to do his duty and at the 
same time look out for the interests of 
the tax-payers. 


A man-hole at the ,corner of Eighth 


and Findlay streets was ordered fixed 
by the street commissioner. 


Complaint was Blade of an obnoxious 


sewer at the corner of Second and 
North Waller streets by Mrs. Brooks. 
The street commissioner was ordered to 
investigate. Mayor Glidden said that 
the stench was caused by John Milner 
using the sewer for sanitary purposes. 


When, the 
light committee was 


reached Mr. Osborne moved that coun- 
cil adopt what is known as the mid- 
night schedule in lighting the streets. 
This means the lighting of the city every 
night until midnight and the rest of 
the night when it is dark. The.present 
moonlight system costs $33 per lamp. 
The midnight schedule costs §46.30. 
The whole difference is §14 80. The 
latter seemed to be favored by the 
greater number of business men of the 
city. Mr. Osborne's motion carried,, 
seven to five. 


Mr. Osborne presented proposition 


from the Street Railroad and Light 
company thafc in the event of the oity 
wishing to extend their light service 
the company will put in a dynamo at 
their own expense. The dynamo is to 
be returned to the city and paid for at 
the expiration of the present contract 
between the city and their company. 
Mr. Osborne moved that the finance 
committee be instructed in its levy to 
anticipate putting .-in twenty-five new 
lamps for the ensuing year. This car- 
ried. 
' The Portsmouth Gas and Electric 
Co. want to light a section of the city. 
The solicitor decided that this could 
not legally be done while the present 
contract was in force. Mr. Osborne 
moved that the committee on light 
and the solicitor prepare a supple- 
mental agreement to the contract with 
the street railroad company with refer- 
ence to the proposed new dynamo. 
This carried and the, matter will be 
submitted at the next meeting.

Came to Tills County Forty Tears Ago 


Penniless and Amassed a Large For- 


tuuo—Died at His Home in Morgan 


Township This Ulorulng—Will Be 


Buried Saturday. 


Elias Simpson, one of the wealthiest 


farmers in this section of Ohio, and the 
largest land owner and tax-payer in 
Soioto county, died at his home in 
Morgan township nt four o'clock this 
morning. 
He has been feeble for sev- 


'eral years past, bnt last January fell 
and broke his hip, since which time ho 
has been confined to the house. His old 
age rendered recovery impossible. 
He 


was in hia 79th year and has been a 
resident of this county over forty years. 


He was born in West; Virginia, Deo. 


16, 1818, and moved to Pike county 
-with his step-father in 1827. 
Ten 


years later he oanib to this odnnty. He 
wus first employed by Geo. Herd, of 
Bush township, but in 1837 moved to 
Morgan township, where he has resided 
ever since. 
He has been engaged in 


farming all his life and at the time of 
his death owned 3,500 acres of land, 
no doubt more than any other one 
person in the county. In addton to this 
he retnrned more personal property for 
taxation than any other resident of the 
county. He paid taxes last year on 
$36,800 worth of personal property, in 
addition to the1 above real estate. 


He was'married in 1842 to Margaret 


Howard, who died August 1881. 
By 


his first wife he had thirteen children, 
only two of whom are living—Mrs. 


1 Jesse Johnston, 
of Lucasville, 
and 


Henry Simpson, of Rush township. He 
was married agaiu July 10, 1883, to 
Mary Dnulap, who died July 10th, 
1894. ' Two daughters—Louise, age 13 
years, and Scioto Valley, age 10 years, 
survive. 


He was a member of the Luoasville 


Masonic lodge, under whoso auspices 
the f nnernl will be iiold Saturday. Ser- 
vices will be held at his lata residence 
•on Bear Creek, at 2 p. m., by Revs. J. 
A. Snodgrass and A. K. Murphy, aud 
the remains will be interred at Bear 
Greek cemetery.
